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Incumbents 
win municipal 
election

AGAWAM - Voters here opted to maintain the status quo 
on Tuesday when they elected to keep every incumbent run- 
ning for political office. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen defeated his challenger, former 
state Rep. Rosemary Sandlin Tuesday, taking all eight of 
the city’s precincts with a total of 4,905 votes to Sandlin’s 
3,180. 

Sandlin, who has been involved 
in local politics for over 20 years, 
challenged Cohen in regards to the 
town’s finances, taxes, economic 
development and more. But Cohen, 
on the other hand, emphasized his 
accomplishments throughout his 
10 non-consecutive years as mayor 
of Agawam. 

He credited his win Tuesday with 
taking “the high road” throughout 
the campaign process. 

“Mrs. Sandlin’s campaign was, I 
believe, very negative and the elec- 
tion results showed that,’ Cohen said. “It was absolutely, un- 
believably distorted information and incorrect information.” 

Prior to the election, Sandlin criticized Cohen for over- 
paying department heads with what she called “Boston area” 
salaries. 

When asked about Sandlin’s comment, Town Clerk Rich- 
ard M. Theroux, who has worked for the town for 30 years, 
said it was “disappointing for me and my family to be brought

lifeline for teachers

magine being a pilot who is learning how to fly a plane 

while taking a planeload of passengers up in the air for 
the first time. Pretty scary — but that is often what it feels 
like for new teachers. 

Their first year is filled with numerous expectations, 
tons of questions, and considerable anxiety. Unlike stu- 
dents, new teachers can’t settle in slowly. There are les- 
sons to teach, schedules to learn, supplies to find, cur- 
riculums to follow, and names to memorize. 

Robert Janik, a veteran Agawam teacher, is the dis- 
trict’s mentor coordinator. In addition to teaching high 
school chemistry, he oversees Agawam’s induction and 
mentoring program for new teachers. 

Janik said the program is critical to helping teachers 
survive in the profession. 

“The first year is the most challenging — and the scari- 
est. There’s so much to learn and to absorb. That’s why 
it’s also the most overwhelming. New teachers are trying 
to learn two jobs at the same time: teaching and learning 
how to teach.” 

Guiding new teachers through their first year 

The program helps guide new teachers in Agawam 
through their first year. It’s also helpful to familiarizing 
veteran teachers who transfer to Agawam from another 
district or state. 

Janik organizes and conducts a series of monthly 
meetings to review what new teachers can expect during 
their first year. He covers a variety of topics, from how

AGAWAM - Eight to 10 inches of snow on the ground in 
Agawam was replaced by a significant amount of fallen tree 
debris, which the Department of Public Works is working 
diligently to pick up and haul away from the yards of many 
residents who were affected during the Oct. 29 snowstorm. 

For most people in town, there have been good stories and 
bad stories to go along with their storm experience; stories 
that included tales of people without power for up to eight 
days and neighbors helping neighbors cope with the after-ef- 
fects and with trying to keep warm. 

The burning questions on many people’s minds is what 
town government plans to do about the response to the storm, 
which essentially wiped out power and communications for 
almost a week or more in many cases. 

One city councilor, Joseph Mineo, is demanding ac- 
countability from Western Massachusetts Electric Company 
(WEMCO). He sent a memorandum to Peter Clarke dated 
Nov. 3 requesting that WMECO representatives appear at a 
future utilities sub-committee meeting, of which Mineo is 
the chair. 

Mineo vowed the type of response townspeople received 
“will not happen a second time.” 

“Agawam deserves better,’ Mineo’s memo states. “Ours 
may be a small city, but our citizens deserve to live with the 
same dignity afforded larger metropolitan areas. There is 
a sacred trust between a utility and a community it serves. 
We depend upon you. That is not just a power line you are 
providing, but our life line. To project that an interruption 
of that vital connection should last a week or more is unac- 
ceptable.” 
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Snow in front of Agawam Town Hall was re- 
placed with debris a week following the Oct. 29 
snowstorm that wiped out power and communi- 
cations for a week or more for some residents. 


Mineo wants WMECO to sit down with city councilors 
and discuss what their action plan is to address the lack of 
response that left many residents cold and in the dark for an 
excessive period of time. 

“T think a lot of the blame goes to WMECO and their lead- 
ership,” said Mineo. “I think their people on the ground did 
a great job but it just took them too long to get here. Five to 
six days without power is excessive.” 

Agawam Town Hall did not receive power until Tuesday 
and did not re-open for business until Wednesday. There

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Resident sworn in to disability c commission

AGAWAM — Gaery A. Costa of Agawam 
knows firsthand the importance of the rights 
of disabled citizens: in 2009 he was diag- 
nosed with Parkinson’s disease, a neurologi- 
cal disorder that leads to shaking (tremors) 
and difficulty with walking, movement, and 
coordination. 

That experience had a lot to do with his re- 
cent decision to seek a position on the town 
of Agawam’s Municipal Commission on 
Disability. The commission was established 
by a vote of the city council to promote the 
inclusion and integration of people with dis- 
abilities in the activities, services and em- 
ployment opportunities in the community. 

Costa was sworn in to the position on Oct. 
27 by Town Clerk Richard Theroux and will 
serve until Sept. 30, 2012. 

Costa, 59, moved to Agawam 26 years 
ago from Westfield, where he had spent four 
terms on the Westfield City Council. Fol- 
lowing his years as a city councilor, Costa 
worked as chief of staff of the Westfield 
Mayor’s office for four years. 

He has also held positions within the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Social Services 
and the U.S. Department of Justice, and was 
the executive director of the Chicopee Com- 
munity Partnership program. Today, Costa is 
director of career services at Branford Hall 
Career Institute in Springfield. He said it was 
his municipal/political experience coupled 
with his diagnosis that prompted him to seek 
the position on the commission on disability. 

“T enjoy public service,’ Costa said. 

He was heavily influenced - both person- 
ally and politically - by the Kennedy family. 

“Some of the brightest experiences I’ve 
had are tied to the Kennedy family,” he said, 
adding he considered the late Ted Kennedy 
to be “like a friend or older brother.” 

When Costa’s father passed away, Ted 
Kennedy called Costa’s mother to express 
his condolences. 

“Having been through a lot of the tragedy

he went through, he was very supportive of 
people who have experienced loss,” Costa 
said. 

Likewise, Costa said he wanted to be in a 
position where he could help others the way 
he felt the Kennedys helped him. 

“T wanted to give back,” he said simply. “I 
do have information from my own resources 
and I’m looking forward to working with the 
commission as far as their objectives.” 

Costa was diagnosed with Parkinson’s 
disease in 2009 and said his initial reaction 
was shock and denial. 

“Once you get over the initial shock, you 
move towards dealing with it,’ he said add- 
ing he received substantial support from his 
family. He looks forward to paying that for- 
ward and helping others who may be suffer- 
ing from Parkinson’s or other diseases. 

Costa said he credits Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen with giving him the opportunity to 
serve on the commission. 

“T sent a letter to him volunteering [for 
the position] after I saw it advertised on lo- 
cal cable TV,’ Costa said. “I’m grateful to 
him for the opportunity and I look forward 
to working with them.” 

The Commission on Disabilities is respon- 
sible for advising and assisting municipal of- 
ficials in ensuring compliance with federal 
and state disability laws; reviewing policies 
and activities of municipal departments and 
boards as they affect people with disabili- 
ties; providing information, referral, advo- 
cacy and technical assistance to individuals, 
businesses and organizations in all matters 
pertaining to disability; and coordinating the 
activities of local groups organized to meet 
the needs of people with disabilities. 

They meet the second Thursday of the 
month at 5:30 p.m. at the Agawam Senior 
Center located on Main Street. 

Costa will join commission Chair Jean

DANGER: Carbon 


monoxide 


ast week the American Red Cross of 

Pioneer Valley responded to calls relat- 
ed to carbon monoxide poisoning as people 
with power outages attempted to heat their 
homes in an unsafe manner. 

They issued a warning to remind the pub- 
lic that carbon monoxide (CO) is an odor- 
less, colorless gas that 1s toxic to humans. 
And since the fumes can’t be seen, tasted or 
smelled, CO can kill people before they are 
aware it has infiltrated their homes. 

According to the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, low levels of CO cause mild ef- 
fects that are often mistaken for the flu, such 
as fatigue in healthy people and chest pain in 
people with heart disease. Other symptoms 
include headaches, dizziness, disorientation 
and nausea, but the effects can vary from 
person to person depending on their age, 
overall health and the concentration and 
length of exposure. However, any exposure 
should not be taken lightly and anyone who 
suspects they may be suffering from CO 
poisoning should go outside and call 9-1-1 
immediately. 

Carbon monoxide poisoning can be 
caused by a variety of things, ranging from 
unvented kerosene and gas space heaters to 
leaking chimneys and furnaces; back-draft- 
ing from furnaces, gas water heaters, wood 
stoves and fireplaces; gas stoves; genera- 
tors and other gasoline powered equipment. 
That’s why the American Red Cross says no 
one should ever use a grill, generator, camp 
stove or other gasoline, propane, natural 
gas or charcoal burning device inside their 
home, garage, basement, crawlspace or any 
partially enclosed area. 

But when times are tough, people often 
fail to think about subtle dangers. However, 
it can mean the difference between life and 
death, so the staff at the Agawam Advertiser 
News urges everyone to think about safety 
when using alternative methods of heating. 
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We also urge you to invest in carbon mon- 
oxide detectors, which can be purchased for 
less than $20 and plugged into an electric 
outlet or activated with a battery. 

In addition, please take steps to reduce 
your exposure to CO this winter. Use an ex- 
haust fan that vents outside when using a gas 
stove; make sure the flue is open when using 
a fireplace and choose the right size wood 
stove for your home, making sure the door

fits tightly and the stove meets EPA stan- 
dards. It is also critical to have your heat- 
ing system cleaned by a professional every 
year. 

During the recent power outage, many 
families used generators and many more are 
planning to purchase them. So, we want peo- 
ple to heed this warning issued by the EPA: 
Never use a generator inside a home, garage, 
crawlspace, shed or similar area as deadly 
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levels of carbon monoxide can quickly build 
up and linger for hours, even after the gen- 
erator has shut off. 

We want everyone to be warm when it is 
cold outside. But we also want them to be 
safe. The old adage, “an ounce of preven- 
tion 1s worth a pound of cure” applies here, 
so please take this threat to your health seri- 
ously. 


Trees, power lines 
don’t mix 
To the editor: 


Few of us do not love the natural beauty 
of our trees, but recently we have seen with 
massive power outages that trees and power 
lines do not mix well. 

Simply put, power lines need to be kept 
clear of over-hanging limbs. Snow, ice, high 
winds, or any combination of these three 
conditions are always a danger to limbs or 
trees and thus to power lines. 

This is especially true since many people 
landscape with soft-wood, quick-growing 
trees, the type that grow quickly to over- 
hang power lines. 

Utility companies have the right, and the 
responsibility, to trim over-hang that might 
bring down electric lines, and it should be 
done on a regular basis with the input of an 
arborist. 

We can all do ourselves a collective favor 
by cooperating as trimming is undertaken 
and by pointing out areas where trimming

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were issues with the Internet in some areas 
of the building, which continued to hamper 
communications to people. As soon as ac- 
cess to the town’s website was made avail- 
able, officials began posting updates and 
information about the storm and progress. 
Unfortunately, due to the widespread power 
outages, the information was not available to 
many people. 

Neighbor-to-neighbor contact and word 
of mouth were the most-used methods of 
passing along information, Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen said, adding communications dur- 
ing a massive power outage will be one of 
many things the town will be looking into 
during post-restoration meetings. 

“T plan to meet with all of my department 
heads to discuss this storm and see what we 
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can do to make improvements,” he said. 

But Cohen also acknowledged the unique- 
ness of the event, and how the town had 
never seen a massive power outage that, at 
one point, had 85 percent of the residents 
without any power, cable, Internet, or phone 
access. 

Power companies, who were overwhelmed 
with the outages in Agawam and every other 
community in the area and across the state, 
were slow to respond. In Agawam, crews 
from states as far away as Kansas were seen 
assisting with power restoration. 

But the response was not quick enough for 
most people, and the mayor’s office was in- 
undated with phone calls. 

The mayor credited his staff and many 
members of Town Hall for stepping up and 


Cohen responds to ‘difficult, 
frustrating’ disaster

AGAWAM - Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
expressed his displeasure with the utility 
company’s response to the Oct. 29 snow- 
storm that caused downed trees/utility 
poles, resulting in a massive power outage 
for over a week in some cases. 

In a letter to Peter Clark, president and 
chief executive officer of Western Mas- 
sachusetts Electric Company (WEMCO), 
Cohen wrote about “how difficult and 
frustrating this disaster has been for the 
residents of Agawam. 

“T cannot attempt to tell you how to run 
WMECO, however, I would fail in my re- 
sponsibility if I didn’t inform you how ter- 
ribly frustrated and angry I have been with 
the lack of response by WMECO to the 
town of Agawam’s needs,’ Cohen wrote. 

He went on to question why the utility 
company was unprepared to handle the 
storm and its resulting emergency.

Cohen said he was frustrated that he was 
not told what streets would have power and 
when instead of the percentage overview 
of the community with power restored. 

“Tt is not helpful to me as mayor to re- 
turn phone calls to residents and tell them 
there is 30 or 50 percent turned on in Aga- 
wam,” he said. “We need specifics ... In 
this age of technology a basic map telling 
us what streets have power would certainly 
have been useful in this crisis.” 

Cohen lamented that the town and its 
residents were forced to expend resourc- 
es in order to make it through the nearly 
weeklong power outage. 

As a result, Cohen requested he and 
Clark meet with public safety personnel 
and the town’s emergency management 
team “to work out what hopefully will be 
a better plan that what you have in place 
now and hopefully avoid future episodes 
that our community has just experienced.” 
The letter, dated Nov. 3, was also sent to 
Attorney General Martha Coakley.

helping field phone calls and log complaints 
from residents. He also extended praised to 
the various town departments that worked 
feverishly in their roles to assist the restora- 
tion efforts. 

“T commend the police, fire, and emergen- 
cy management departments,” said Cohen. 
“They have all worked around the clock to 
help people through this. | commend them 
with my heart and with pride for their hard 
work.” 

A 24-hour shelter at the Agawam Senior 
Center was open all last week and finally 
closed on Sunday at noon. 

Cohen said he does blame WMECO for 
a certain level of emergency preparedness, 
but said Agawam, itself, was prepared for 
the storm. 

“Our plows were ready and the streets 
(barring the damaged trees) were plowed 
and passable following the storm,’ said 
Cohen. “They (WMECO) should have had 


more crews ready and available to us.” 

City Councilor Robert Rossi criticized 
both the town and WMECO response to the 
storm. He said he felt like both entities could 
have done a better job. 

“Both could have done a lot more,” said 
Rossi. “I was not happy with the way things 
went after the storm. I was not happy the se- 
nior center was the only source for a shelter 
and I was not happy there was not more of 
an effort to get generators out to have more 
shelter for people.” 

Another councilor, George Bitzas, praised 
the unity of many of the citizens, and said he 
liked what he was seeing during his travels 
around town. 

You saw a lot of people helping their 
neighbors with debris,’ said Bitzas. “This 
shows how great a community we live in 
and I am very proud of everyone for coming 
together.”

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the school system functions to how they will 
be evaluated to how to deal with difficult or 
disruptive students to how to manage their 
time to what programs they should take for 
professional certification from Massachu- 
setts. 

New Agawam teachers are also matched 
with mentors — veteran teachers who are 
certified to teach the same subject and grade 
in the same school building. Working with 
administrators at each school, Janik matches 
mentors and new teachers. 


Mentors help ease concerns 

Mentors — who receive professional 
training at the beginning of the school year 
— integrate new teachers into the school 
and the profession. They ease concerns of 
new teachers by providing support as well 
as valuable feedback. Mentors often will ob- 
serve new teachers in the classroom and help 
them plan teaching lessons. 

Interim Superintendent William Sapelli 
said the program brings beginning teachers 
up to speed with basic information they need 
in order to be successful. 

“Our goal is to help them become better 
teachers by making them feel comfortable 
and supported here,” he said. 

In the long run, Sapelli said the program 
helps Agawam retain quality teachers who 
might otherwise leave because the first year 
is so stressful. ““We have fewer teacher turn- 
overs because our induction and mentoring 
program relieves some of the stress that 
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Robert Janik, Agawam’s mentor coordinator who oversees the district’s 
induction and mentoring program, met with a group of new teachers in 
late September to explain the evaluation process. 


causes teachers to burn out and leave the 
profession.” 

Sapelli said the program is an investment 
that pays dividends for taxpayers and stu- 
dents. “Having a high turnover of new teach- 
ers becomes expensive in terms of time and 
money spent to recruit and train teachers,” 
he said. “Students benefit, too, because they 
are learning from skilled teachers who bring 
a wealth of knowledge and expertise to the 


classroom.” 

Agawam a pioneer in programming 

While the state now requires school dis- 
tricts to provide mentoring programs as a 
condition for teachers to obtain professional 
certification, Agawam’s program began sev- 
eral years before the mandate. Gail Dion is 
a former president of the Agawam Educa- 
tion Association — the union that represents 
teachers — who helped develop the program 
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in the late 1990s. 

“There was a teacher shortage at the time 
with an influx of beginning teachers and 
teachers from other districts who wanted to 
teach in Agawam,” recalled Dion, now re- 
tired. 

“There was a strong need for a new teacher 
program — much like the medical and legal 
professions have for new hires — to assist 
them during their first year by learning from 
and interacting with veteran colleagues.” 

Using a grant from the state as well as 
some financial assistance from the Massa- 
chusetts Teachers Association, Dion, work- 
ing with administrators, created an induction 
and mentoring program, purchased resource 
materials for new teachers and mentors, and 
offered small stipends for teachers who vol- 
unteered to serve as mentors. 

The program was a success and soon be- 
came a model for other districts. 

“Agawam was a pioneer in this area, and 
we quickly got a reputation for having a 
good mentoring program for new teachers. 
It’s one of the reasons why Agawam has at- 
tracted and retained a tremendous group of 
teachers over the years,” said Sapelli. 

Janik, past AEA president and now execu- 
tive director, said teaching can be “a lonely 
profession” that doesn’t offer much time for 
teachers to interact with their colleagues. 
“This can be harsh reality for new teachers 
fresh out of college. A support system and 
a contact who is a trusted and veteran col- 
league can be a valuable lifeline when they 
enter our school system.” 


Why mentoring matters for Agawam’s beginning teachers

A teacher’s first job is exciting, but it can 
become frightening when faced with being 
alone and charged with imparting a massive 
amount of information in a short period of 
time to a group of students. 

When Teresa Buklerewicz began teach- 
ing high school chemistry almost two years 
ago, she was one of those new teachers 
alone in a “sea of strangers.” She said the 
induction/mentoring program helped her 
deal with some of the uncertainties and 
anxieties that confront beginning teachers. 

She found the monthly “new teacher 
meetings” especially beneficial. 

“IT was grateful for the meetings because I 
discovered I wasn’t alone in going through 
this experience. Many of my new colleagues 
raised the same questions I had. We all felt 
more comfortable expressing our concerns 
in small meetings rather than in large fac- 
ulty meetings.” 

Buklerewicz’s mentor assisted her with 
laboratory concerns, student behavioral 
issues, and organizing and managing her 
time. “My mentor also sat in on some of 
my classes, observing and providing con- 
structive advice to help me manage my 
classroom more effectively,” she said. 

Buklerewicz’s experience as a new teach- 


ning teachers and mentors profiled here ex- 
plain how Agawam’s induction/mentoring 
program provides the support that begin- 
ning teachers need. 

Seven years ago, Karen Roberts trans- 
ferred to Agawam after teaching in Spring- 
field for 15 years. Like many other teachers 
new to the district, she found the induction/ 
mentoring program invaluable. 

“T don’t know how I would have survived 
my first year in Agawam without a mentor 
to seek out and ask questions,” said Roberts, 
a seventh-grade math teacher at the junior 
high school. Impressed by the program, she 
herself became a mentor four years ago. 

Like other mentors, Roberts creates a 
comfort zone for new teachers — and many 
teachers she has mentored still reach out 
with questions and ideas. 

“Mentoring is a great resource for ideas 
when it comes to classroom management 
and lesson planning,” she said. “I often find 
my mentee sharing new ideas with me. It 
becomes a two- way street. We learn from 
each other.’ 

Susan Niles, a sixth-grade teacher at Ro- 
berta Doering School, has mentored several 
new teachers during her nine-year career in 
Agawam. 

Niles said without the program beginning 
teachers would have more difficulty in their 
first year. “Teaching is an isolating job, so 
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Beata Fleury (standing), a fourth- 
year high school science teacher 
mentoring first-year high school 
science teacher Bethany Healy, of- 
fers some tips on presenting a les- 
son on DNA molecules during one 


mentors and mentees are in the same build- 
ing whenever possible.” 

Although not mentoring this year, Niles 
said mentors help new teachers become ac- 
climated to the realities of their new career. 

“We’re a sounding board, a tour guide, 
a go-to person for dilemmas or problems, 
and a personal cheerleader. We’re available 
for everything — from lesson planning and 
discipline problems to how to get lunch to 
how to call in sick to how to write up re- 
ports for special education meetings.” 

Bethany Healy is a brand-new high 
school science teacher. She couldn’t agree 
more with Niles. She calls her mentor — 
fourth-year science teacher Beata Fleury 
— a “great” mentor. 

“Beata shares materials and helps me 
with pacing my class,’ she said. “We love 
to bounce ideas off of each other to create 
new ways to present material to students.” 

Fleury said the first year of teaching is 
“tough at times” so it helps to have some- 
one who will listen and help. “I had an ex- 
cellent mentor my first year. We developed 
a great relationship and still plan lessons 
and share ideas.” 

Healy said Fleury is helpful with even 
some basic things, but more important is 
the emotional support she receives when a 
day seems overwhelming. 

“Tt reduces my stress and gets me through

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AHS students making ‘significant progress’ on MCAS tests

gawam students continue to make 
Ase progress on the state’s an- 

ual assessment program — with 
the most notable long-term achievement 
trend occurring at the high school level. 
Highlights from the 2011 Massachu- 
setts Comprehensive Assessment System 
(MCAS) test that was administered last 
spring were presented to the school com- 


mittee at its Oct. 25 meeting. 

Agawam students in grades 3 through 8 
as well as grade 10 participate in MCAS 
testing. Results are sent to districts each 
fall and are reported as scaled scores in four 
performance levels: advanced, proficient, 
needs improvement, and warning/failing. 
The testis designed to measure student knowl- 
edge and skills as they relate to MCAS perfor- 
mance as well as content standards contained 
in the Massachusetts curriculum frameworks. 
Alison LeClair, Agawam’s director of cur- 


riculum and instruction, told the com- 
mittee during a PowerPoint presenta- 
tion that the overall results from 2011 
indicate that Agawam students are on 
track to meet state performance targets in 
math and English language arts (ELA). 
In grade 10, 60 percent of the students 
participating in the 2011 MCAS ELA test 
performed at the proficient level while 32 
percent performed at the advanced level. In 
the math test, 35 percent of the students per- 
formed at the proficient level and 53 percent 
performed at the advanced level. 


One-year tests results only a snapshot 
LeClair said the MCAS is a complex as- 
sessment exam with a number of variables 
from year to year. She said the results from 
one year are only a snapshot of how students 
are performing. 

“A more reliable measure of student 
performance is to follow the same group 
of students over a period of several years 
to determine their progress,’ she added. 
According to LeClair, students who are now 
in grade 10 made “significant improvement”

as compared to their MCAS performance 
in ELA and math when they were tested 
in grade 4 in 2005 and in grade 7 in 2008. 
In 2005, 33 percent of the students tested 
in ELA were identified as needing im- 
provement, compared to only 6 percent 
in grade 10 in 2011. In math, 52 per- 
cent of the students tested in 2005 were 
identified as needing improvement as 
compared to only 12 percent in 2011. 
There was a similar shift in the number of 
students who performed at the proficient lev- 
el for ELA and math in 2011 (59 percent and 
34 percent) as compared to 2005 (29 percent 
and 34 percent). 
Grade 10 students performing 
at high levels 

The most dramatic change, however, 
occurred at the advanced level for ELA 
and math. In 2005, only 16 percent of the 
students in grade 4 performed at this lev- 
el for ELA; by 2011 when these students 
reached grade 10, the number of students 
who performed at the advanced level for 
ELA more than doubled to 35 percent. 


The math portion of the MCAS had an 
even larger upsurge, increasing from only 
11 percent who performed at the advanced 
level in 2005 as compared to 53. per- 
cent who performed at that level in 2011. 
The number of students identified as fail- 
ing declined to zero during those years as 
well. In 2005, 3 percent of students tested 
in ELA were identified as failing while in 
math 8 percent were identified as failing. 
Massachusetts requires public school stu- 
dents to score at the proficient or higher 
level in grade 10 on the MCAS math and 
ELA tests to attain a competency determi- 
nation needed for high school graduation. 
“Clearly, grade 10 is where the rubber 
hits the road for students,’ said LeClair. 
“Not only have students had some expe- 
rience with the MCAS test by the time 
they reach grade 10, but they are also 
more mature and ready to pay attention 
more. Students are looking ahead to col- 
lege and they realize that their perfor- 
mance on the MCAS really does count.”

CHICOPEE — On Friday, Oct. 28 the 
Kosciuszko Foundation New England 
Chapter held its second annual celebration 
of Thaddeus Kosciuszko’s imieniny (name 
day) at the Polish Center of Learning and 
Discovery on 33 South St. in Chicopee. 

About 60 people turned out for the festive 
event, which was titled, ““Wiwat Polania!”’ 
and Stas Radosz, executive director of the 
Polish Center of Learning and Discovery, 
said they were glad to host the evening. 
“We want to bring attention to a fantastic 
human being,” he said. “General Kosciusz- 
ko fought for American freedom during the 
American Revolution and fought for Pol- 
ish freedom in Poland. He abhorred slavery 
and made an effort to free American slaves 
and educate them. But his will was never 
executed.” 

Radosz only knows one other person 
with a personality that equaled Kosciusz- 
ko. “The other one is Pope John Paul II,’ he 
said, adding that the center has a copy of 
the late pope’s hand. “The only other place 
that has one is in Poland. It is a very rare 
piece and is in a church,” Radosz said. 

The evening included champagne, hors 
d’oeuvres and Polish music performed by 
the Rovati siblings of Agawam: Jeffrey, 
17, who played the concertina; MaryRose, 
15, who played drums; Veronica, 13 on the 
violin and Felicity, 10, on the trumpet. 

Their mother, Kathleen Rovati, said they 
have been playing for years and have per- 
formed for the Polish Women’s Alliance 
and at Our Lady of the Rosary Church in

Springfield. “We always played Polish mu- 
sic in the house,” she explained, adding that 
Jeffrey and his siblings are very interested 
in carrying on the tradition. 

Krystyna Zamorska came from West 
Hartford, Conn. to attend the event and 
thought the music was wonderful. “This 
is an opportunity to honor Kosciuszko and 
the reason I am excited about the children’s 
music is that they are playing ethnic music 
that is heard in households, at small village 
weddings or in community centers in Po- 
land,” she said. 

Zamorska grew up in a very remote vil- 
lage in northeast Poland and left when she 
was 14. “The village is still very remote 
and cut off and only accessible by a bus 
which goes there twice a day,” she said. 
“So for me, this event is a cultural mem- 
ory of sorts. It’s continuity and in Poland 
people would be singing or dancing to this 
music.” 

Helen Bozek also enjoyed the evening. 
“I’m a first generation child and my parents 
came from Poland many years ago,’ she 
said. “I was number eight of nine children 
and I think this is very, very nice. I think all 
heritages should be honored and we should 
all be proud of our own heritage.” 

Many women wore traditional Polish 
garb and were dressed in white with blue 
ribbons in their hair. According to literature 
from the Polish Center, the tradition was 
born in 1772 after a party held Oct. 28 at 
the Sieniawa Palace to honor Tadeusz Kos- 
ciuszko. Russia had just crushed the Pol- 
ish Army, outlawed the May 3 Constitution 
and banned the Virtuti Militari, or Poland’s 
highest military decoration. Officers who

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Storm causes problem for several Agawam teams 


Teams able to resume practice last Thursday

AGAWAM -— The massive Oct. 29 snow- 
storm crippled the high school sports world 
and left four Agawam playoff teams in limbo 
as Harmon A. Smith Field was covered in eight 
inches of snow, making games unplayable. 

Last Thursday, teams were finally starting 
to get together as the football team could be 
seen from the road practicing lightly in the 
Agawam High School parking lot. 

Nearby, the girls soccer team was on the 
tennis court playing “soccer volleyball” to 
get loose after losing five consecutive days 
of practice. Coach Laura Wray-Ramos said 
her team was not adversely affected by the 
long layoff and that families and people’s 
well-being came first.

had power or generators.” 

She said every team is being affected by 
the layoff and she does not anticipate the 
team would have trouble competing in the 
tournament against other area teams. 

“We are all dealing with the same condi- 
tions,’ said Wray-Ramos. “Other teams are 
just getting outside and practicing, too.” 

One thing that was adversely affected was 
Agawam’s position in the tournament. The 
Brownies were prevented from grabbing one 
more win at the end of the regular season. 
As a result, they received the fifth seed in 
the Western Massachusetts Division | Tour- 
nament and were forced to be on the road. 
That road was then taken away as their quar- 
terfinal opponent Ludlow had an unplayable 
field, moving the game to nearby Westfield 
State College. 

The field hockey team was the benefit of 
great generosity from the athletic department 
of Our Lady of Elms College.

AGAWAM - Even indoor sports were 
adversely affected by the Oct. 29 snow- 
storm as it took until later in the week for 
Agawam High School to get power re- 
stored. 

But the girls volleyball team was ready 
for action last Saturday night and No. 7 
Agawam defeated No. 10 West Spring- 
field 3-1 to advance to the quarterfinals 
of the tournament.

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Storm causes headaches 
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for MIAA, ADs

Mone Nature’s early blast of snow 
and other related problems sent high 
school athletic directors across the state 
and members of the Massachusetts Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Association (MIAA) 
to scramble for answers as the final week 
of the fall 2011 high school regular sea- 
son was impacted by an unprecedented 
weather system. 

With more than six inches of snow blan- 
keting the Western Massachusetts region 
and over a foot in Central Massachusetts 
from the Saturday, Oct. 29 and Sunday, 
Oct. 30 storm, athletic directors were 
forced to postpone almost all of the var- 
sity field hockey and boys and girls soccer 
games that were scheduled to take place. 

With the deadline looming on Sunday, 
Oct. 29 for field hockey teams to qualify 
and Wednesday, Nov. | for boys and girls 
soccer teams to make the postseason, the 
MIAA looked at several possibilities to 
help teams that needed one or two more 
wins or ties to qualify for the postseason, 
but were forced to cancel the contests, ac- 
cording to MIAA Spokesperson Paul Wet- 
zel. 

“We examined several possibilities, in- 
cluding extending the regular season, but 
had to reject that idea for several reasons,” 
Wetzel said. “What we have decided to do 
is grant teams exemptions if they needed 
one or two more wins or ties in order to

allow these teams to play in the postsea- 
son.” 

For example, the Minnechaug girls var- 
sity soccer team qualified for the Division 
1 Tournament even though they finished 
with a 5-6-5 overall record. The Lady Fal- 
cons had their game against Shepherd Hill 
of Dudley suspended on Saturday and 
their contest against Ludlow scheduled 
for the following Monday was cancelled.

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Local state officials demand FEMA funds

SPRINGFIELD — A deluge of local and state officials 
representing communities devastated by the June | tornado 
unified in a collective voice on Monday regarding delays in 
receiving federal recovery cost reimbursements. 

At a public hearing organized by U.S. Rep. Richard Neal, 
D-Springfield, inside Springfield’s US Courthouse, officials 
from the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 
and its companion state underling, MEMA, attempted to al- 
leviate those concerns. Most of the meeting focused on out- 
standing financial assistance questions pertaining to munici- 
pal tornado-related damage applications now being processed 
by FEMA. 

When directly questioned after the hearing by this news- 
paper, John McGough, a public assistance specialist with 
FEMA, cited from a list of all current tornado-related mu- 
nicipal public assistance project worksheet applications total- 
ing about $58 million, and their progress status toward being 
obligated. Those applications include Sturbridge, with eight 
separate project filings, five awarded totaling $148,181, one 
being processed, and two under review; Brimfield with seven 
total filings, one awarded totaling $6,517, two under review, 
and four being processed; Monson with 12 total filings, five 
awarded totaling $300,199, six in review, and one being pro- 
cessed; Southbridge with nine total filings, two awarded, two 
in review, and five being processed; Wilbraham with 11 total 
filings, seven awarded totaling $202,185, two in review, and 
two being processed; Agawam with four total filings, three 
in review, and one being processed; and Springfield with 51 
total filings, six under review, and the remainder awaiting 
further documentation. Wilbraham also recently received a 
direct grant of $525,000 from the Natural Resources Conser- 
vation Service to get rid of dead trees and stumps that were 
placing conservation area drainage systems at risk. 

The bulk of the hearing centered on why all project filings 
that met FEMA’s initial criteria have not been awarded yet, 
and how towns and cities are now struggling to pay back their 
own loans and cover deficit spending until FEMA funds be- 
come available. 

Neal said the debate is now focused on resources, calling

disbursement of federal disaster funds “a bit of a waltz re- 
garding the outflow of federal money being too slow.” Neal 
made the point, however, that if those same funds were issued 
too quickly, FEMA officials would probably now be fielding 
complaints about misspent or misallocated funds. 

Mark H. Landry, a FEMA federal coordinating officer 
leading a 130-member staff based in West Springfield, said 
that with more than 66 federal declarations for natural disas- 
ters nation-wide in the last year alone, FEMA keeping pace 
with demand for recovery cost reimbursement has been chal- 
lenging. 

“The frequency of these storms has taken us by surprise,” 
said McGough. “The [temporary] FEMA workforce comes 
from across the country. We’re tapped out. We have to give 
them time off.” 

Adding to the complexity of reimbursing communities 
is when certain projects require additional review by state 
agencies, such as historical or environmental departments. 
But even when FEMA approves projects, the money still is 
not reaching some communities. Several municipal officials 
at the hearing called the FEMA review process a “dance of 
documentation’, with completion of one set of documenta- 
tion requiring yet another set to be gathered. Southbridge 
Town Manager Christopher Clark asked FEMA officials at 


the hearing where the money is, given his town has two proj- 
ects already awarded, adding that he felt misinformed on a 
specific project for local street repairs where he should have 
been applying directly through the federal highway adminis- 
tration for rermbursement instead of FEMA. “I wasn’t told of 
that process until six weeks later,” said Clark. 

Echoing the frustrations of many who attended the hear- 
ing, Springfield City Solicitor Edward M. Pikula was the 
most vocal. “I can’t express my disgust and distain for federal 
highway and Mass DOT,” he told FEMA officials, adding that 
the city is considering hiring an outside expert to guide them 
better through the federal process. 

Landry promised to bring that highway department com- 
plaint back to its source, and further responded by saying it is 
in the best interest of consultants hired to lead a project work- 
sheet process to keep themselves employed; whereas FEMA 
staff’s top goal is to work itself out of a job. 

“These [review] processes are in place so these funds don’t 
get kicked back,” said McGough. “Our project specialists 
have to make sure they stand up to an audit.” 

Stll, Springfield Mayor Domenic J. Sarno said his city’s 
total recovery cost for street and building repairs, debris re- 
moval, overtime and other tornado-related expenses are pro- 
jected at $106.2 million. “We’re looking for some type of 
closure on it,’ said Sarno, “ in lieu of bringing in some type 
of hired gun.” 

Neal reminded those present to also keep their own state 
legislators in the loop on problems or delays experienced 
with various state departments reviewing their project appli- 
cations. 

As for the latest devastating nor’easter, Landry said FEMA 
now has project specialists out in affected towns and cities 
conducting preliminary damage assessments, and assuming 
President Barack Obama moves forward with yet another 
federal disaster declaration in Massachusetts, he expects the 
recovery fund application process to be simpler. But he also 
cautioned those present at the hearing with fair warning for 
their residents. 

“You should not be waiting for the state or federal gov- 
ernment if you have an immediate emergency need,” Landry 
said, adding that the state has a designated “2-1-1” phone line 
set up to help guide residents with long-term recovery. 


Learning to breathe at Second Wind Yoga

AGAWAM - Although our day-to-day lives are filled with 
varying amounts of stress or uncertainty, there is one place in 
town for residents to unwind and, if possible, achieve some 
kind of spiritual tranquility.

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Boldyga secures $225,300

BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-South- 
wick, announced last week that the town of Agawam has 
received an additional $225,300 in local aid because of 
action in the supplemental budget on Oct. 27. 

Gov. Deval Patrick approved this action, which dis- 
tributed $65 million in supplemental budget for the cities 
and towns of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

$225,300 of additional local aid on Oct. 31,” Boldyga 
said.
